Burglars raid five homes 
in two-hour crime spree

A NUMBER of homes were broken 
into in a two-hour burgling spree. 

The five houses in the Luton and 
Dunstable area were targeted by a 
gang of burglars on Thursday, 
April 4, between 8 and 10pm. 

The properties, which lie 
between Junction 11 of the Ml and 
Tring Road (B489), were broken 
into by the group, who were driv¬ 
ing a dark grey or silver estate 
vehicle is believed to be either an 
Audi or BMW - possibly with tint¬ 
ed windows. 

The first burglary was reported 
at 8.14pm from a property in Elden 
Road, Luton. 

Three men, one armed with an 
iron bar, forced open the front 
door and entered the property but 
did not take anything.

It was reported that two men, 
claiming to be police officers, had 
tried to force their way into the 
home of an elderly victim before 
fleeing in a vehicle. 

Just two minutes later, at 8.29pm, 
a call was received from another 
elderly victim in Jeans Way, 
Dunstable, after three men armed 
with a pick axe handle and a base¬ 
ball bat, forced their way into his 
home. 

After threatening the victim, the 
men left the property with a hand¬ 
bag which contained keys, a purse 
and bank cards. 

The next burglary was reported 
at 9.04pm after three men were 
seen leaving an address in 
Bullpond Lane, Dunstable. The 
trio had entered the property 
through a back door, and took a 
handbag and jewellery box which 
were found nearby. 


A fifth burglary was reported at 
10pm from a property in Tring 
Road, Dunstable. The owner had 
returned home to find a window 
smashed and a number of items of 
jewellery had been taken.

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Family left in cold after 
heating is switched off

A MOTHER and her two young children 
have been left without hot water and 
heating for eight days, after their hous¬ 
ing association property flooded. 

Andrenette Legister, who lives in a 
house owned by Catalyst Housing in 
Paisley Close, Luton, has been strug¬ 
gling to keep her family warm, after the 
association’s sub-contractor, Robert 
Heath Heating, turned the gas off but 
failed to tell her when repair works 
would be carried out. 

Miss Legister, who lives in the property 
with her daughters Amanie, five, and 
Rochelle, three, first encountered prob¬ 
lems on Tuesday, March 26. 

After noticing water dripping in her 
first floor bathroom cupboard she con¬ 
tacted the association but claims she 
was told the situation wasn’t serious 
enough for anyone to come out. 

The next day Miss Legister awoke to 
find her home had flooded, with water 
pouring into her living room. 

A worker from Catalyst Housing Group 
visited the property on Thursday, March 
28, and told her that a number of repairs 
needed to be completed. 

However, he couldn’t tell her when the 
work would be carried out due to the 
Easter Bank Holiday weekend, but said 
that he needed to turn off her heating 
and hot water in the meantime. 

The family were then left to survive 
freezing temperatures for eight days, 
until the problems were scheduled to be 
rectified on Friday. 

She said: “It just isn’t good enough to 


be left in a situation like this for so long. 

“We have been left for eight days with 
no hot water or heating, and no commu¬ 
nication when anything would be fixed. 

“It has been so cold and I’ve just been 
doing my best to keep my children 
warm. 

“I wasn’t offered any temporary heat¬ 
ers until Wednesday. 

“It has been a nightmare and no-one 
else should have to go through this.” 

A spokesman for Catalyst Housing 
said: “Robert Heath Heating works for 


Catalyst Housing to provide gas heating 
and hot water to the properties. 

“We apologise on their behalf for the 
inconvenience caused to Miss Legister 
and her family. We will be working with 
Robert Heath to ensure that this does 
not happen again. 

“Catalyst has spoken to Miss Legister 
and has provided suitable temporary 
heating for her home. Once the drying 
process is complete we will assess the 
damage and carry out any cleaning and 
maintenance necessary.” 


Man fly-tips his way to a £717 bill 


LUTON council has issued a warning 
against fly-tipping following the 
prosecution of a man who illegally 
dumped waste. 

Thomas McDonagh, 26, of Exton Avenue, 
Luton, was hit with a fine and costs of 
£717 for dumping rubbish in Pondwicks 
Road in Luton last August. He had pleaded 
guilty to the offence. 

He appeared at Luton Magistrates Court 
on March 20, following arrest and an over¬ 


night stay in custody because he failed to 
attend an earlier court hearing. 

Magistrates sentenced McDonagh to a 
£190 fine, £20 surcharge and £507 costs. 

Jennifer Wyatt, the council’s environ¬ 
mental enforcement manager, said: 
“Dumping rubbish illegally is anti-social 
and unacceptable in today’s society. 

“The council works hard to keep the 
streets of Luton clean and respectable. 

“But we shouldn’t need to be spending 


taxpayer’s money on clearing up fly- 
tipped waste, particularly when Luton has 
an excellent household waste collection 
service, household waste recycling cen¬ 
tres for household waste and neighbour¬ 
hood recycling centres nearby.” 

In February this year a motorist was 
fined £435 for dropping a cigarette from 
her window. 

A council officer had seen her discard 
the butt whilst driving in Brantwood Road.

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Family ‘shocked’ at 
death of pensioner

THE tragic death of pensioner 
Rod Samuels in Leagrave Park 
has left both the family and 
community in ‘shock’. 

Mr Samuels died after being 
crushed by a tree whilst gather¬ 
ing firewood on Wednesday 
afternoon in the park. 

An inquest into his death was 
opened and adjourned on Friday. 

On Friday afternoon Mr 
Samuel’s family issued a state¬ 
ment about his passing. 

It said: “The family are deeply 
shocked and saddened by this 
tragic accident. Rod was a won¬ 
derful husband, loving father 
and doting grandfather. 

“He was a very popular figure 
who always had a tale to tell and 
will be sorely missed by friends 
and family. 

“We would like to take this 
opportunity to clarify that he 
was collecting fallen wood when 
the accident occurred and not 
cutting down trees, as has been 
reported by some media 
agencies. 

“We would also like to thank 
the emergency services for their 
efforts and their kindness and 
our family and friends for their 
tremendous support. Rod’s pass¬ 
ing will leave a huge gap in all 
our lives. May he rest in peace.” 

On Thursday, a neighbour of Mr 
Samuels, Marie Clare, from 


Bagwicks Close, Luton, said his 
tragic passing had stunned the 
neighbourhood as he was ‘a very 
nice man’ who ‘was always gar¬ 
dening’. 

Mrs Clare, who is retired, said 
she had waved at him on the 
morning of the tragedy as he 
headed towards the park. 

She said: “He was a very nice 
man and he was always garden¬ 
ing. 

“I saw him in the morning at 
about 11.30am and I just waved 
at him as he was going to get 
some firewood. 

“In the evening I was watching 


the news and I had heard that a 
man had died in the area but I 
thought it was someone else.” 

Mrs Clare, who has lived in 
Marsh Farm for 19 years, said she 
had a good relationship with the 
family as there was a strong com¬ 
munity feel in the area. 

She continued: “Last year he 
helped me out by cutting down a 
tree in my garden. I can’t believe 
he’s gone, we are all in shock 
around here. 

“He spoke to everyone and was 
very, very friendly. Around here 
we look out for each other and it’s 
a very close community.” 


Care concern being addressed 


THE head of a disabled charity 
says residents have come for¬ 
ward to his organisation with 
concerns about care changes. 

Mick Dillon, chief executive of 
The Disability Resource Centre, 
in Dunstable, said he was work¬ 
ing with Luton council to try and 
ensure disabled people would 
continue to receive care from 
their preferred providers. 

Seven home care providers 


have been recently appointed by 
the authority as part of a new 
contract, with other agencies 
unsuccessful or not tabling a bid. 

Mr Dillon said: “Over the last 
two weeks we have been 
approached by around 25 local 
disabled people who are greatly 
concerned about the forthcom¬ 
ing changes to the council’s 
approved care agency list. 

“In many of these cases, indi¬ 


viduals have received personal 
care in their own homes for many 
years, often with the same agen¬ 
cy carer and this may end over 
the coming month. 

“We are actively working with 
the council to ensure that in as 
many cases as possible, those 
who wish to, are able to remain 
with their preferred local care 
provider, to maximise their inde¬ 
pendence, choice and control”.

Worker struck off for 
improper relationship

A SOCIAL worker has been 
struck off for failing to maintain 
professional boundaries while 
working at Luton Borough 
Council as a Youth Justice 
Worker. 

A panel of the Health and Care 
Professions Council Conduct 
and Competence Committee 
heard that Joanne McGovern 
had an inappropriate relation¬ 
ship with a 17-year-old male, 
called Service User A. 


She allowed the teen to visit her 
at her home address and visited 
him two to four times each week, 
when once a month would have 
been appropriate. 

The panel further heard Mrs 
McGovern allowed the 17-year- 
old to drive her car. She also 
rented a car for his use although 
she knew he did not hold a full 
driving licence or insurance. 

On one occasion he was arrest¬ 
ed in the hire car and on another 
he was involved in an accident. 

She was later visited by 
Bedfordshire police who told her 
she was being reported for aiding 


and abetting the offences. 

Panel chairman Alexander Yule 
said: “The panel is satisfied that 
Mrs McGovern’s actions did 
cause harm to Service User A’s 
family, to the reputation of the 
Luton Borough Council Youth 
Offending Service and to the 
profession. 

“The panel decided the most 
appropriate action was to strike 
Joanne McGovern from the 
Register with an interim suspen¬ 
sion order in place to cover the 
appeal period.” Joanne 
McGovern was not present or 
represented at the hearing.

SIR - In response to the 
letter published by Ron 
Turvey relating to faith 
schools. 

I am always one to 
respect others opinions 
and the freedom of 
speech, however, on this 
occasion I felt compelled 
to clarify the actual 
facts.

The cost of funding for 
the free buses for chil¬ 
dren who live 3+ miles 
away from the school - 
which is below 50 per 
cent of pupils - is con¬

W E all love to hate 
‘ealth’ n safety but 
perhaps it is not 
those who make the 
rules that are to blame. 

A task force set up to weed out 
poor use of health and safety 
laws has found it is us, or at least 
some of us, who use it to ban 
what we don’t want or can’t be 
bothered with. 

So bar staff said they were

People are hiding behind the 
law, to suit themselves, or 
because they are jobsworths. 

At least this is what the panel, 
run by the Health and Safety 
Executive (HSE), tell us.

But there is an element of PR in 
this, as the HSE has come up 
with some pretty daft decisions 
of its own. 

It was them that told the Fire 
Brigade it could not use its lad¬ 
ders to take down Christmas 
bunting in Ampthill, as it 
breached health and safety laws.

Look at the tracks 
of lost railway lines 


THE Beeching report which led to rail cuts is 50 
years old and with hindsight seems to be one of 
the worst political decisions of the last century. 
There is constant agitation for some of these 
lines to be rebuilt. STEVE LOWE looks back at the 
old railways that once criss-crossed the county 


THE first railway line came to 
the county more than 150 years 
ago when, on November 17, 
1846 the line for Bedford to 
Bletchley opened. 

Despite several closure 
threats this line still operates 
today but the rest of the other 
branch lines that criss-crossed 
Bedfordshire have 
disappeared. 

The railways had a profound 
effect on a primarily rural 
county that had previously 
know nothing faster than a 
galloping horse. 

Within a week of the Bedford 
to Bletchley line opening the 
Bedford Stagecoach stopped 
running. A new era of 
transport had arrived. 

Bedfordshire’s railway 
network was completed 
between 1846 and 1872, the 
London and Birmingham line 
served Leighton Buzzard from 
1838 but this was then outside 
the county boundary in the 
parish of Linslade. 

As the 19th century 
progressed passenger trains 
became faster and more 
comfortable and goods trains 
carried all kinds of market 
garden produce, limestone, 


sand and even hats and cars 
from Bedfordshire to all over 
the country. Captain William 
Peel, the son of Sir Robert Peel, 
built the shortest line in the 
county, the Sandy & Potton 
Railway, which opened in 1857. 

As he owned a large estate 
between the two he saw the 
benefits of a line of his own 
that would connect with the 
Great Northern Railway at 
Sandy. 

There were only the two sta¬ 
tions but the driver was known 
to stop anywhere if passengers 
flagged the engine down. After 
five years it merged with the 
Bedford & Cambridge Railway, 
which closed in 1967. 

This ran the line from Oxford 


to Cambridge, that ran through 
Bedford. Its main purpose was 
to link the two college cities 
and enable the Dons from each 
to visit their counterparts. 

Some of this line is to be 
rebuilt, as part of the East-West 
rail line. 

The London and North 
Western Railway (LNWR) 
opened a branch line between 
Leighton Buzzard and 
Dunstable in 1848. 

There was only one station in 
between at Stanbridgeford 
where companies such as the 
Dunstable Lime Co. used the 
line for freight traffic. 

The Great Northern Railway 
(GNR) opened a link between 
Luton Bute Street and the

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LNWR Dunstable station in 
1858. The Leighton Buzzard to 
Dunstable section closed in 
1962 with the remainder clos¬ 
ing in 1965. 

In 1857 the Midland Railway 
built what was originally its 
main line from Bedford to 
London via Hitchin. 

It lost much of its importance 
when the Midland Railway 
built another line to London St 
Pancras, so bypassing the so- 
called Hitchin bottleneck 
where the rival GNR gave 


precedence to its own trains 
into Kings Cross. Passenger 
traffic ceased in 1962 but the 
line featured in the film Those 
Magnificent Men in Their 
Flying Machines before the 
track was lifted in 1964. 

The final branch line in the 
county opened in 1872 between 
Bedford and Northampton. 

It branched off from the main 
line at Oakley junction and ran 
to Northampton via Turvey 
station, situated about a mile 
from the village. 


The line closed in 1962, 
although there is still a 
campaign to reopen it. 

The decline of the railways 
caused by the loss of markets 
and the increased competition 
from road transport led to the 
axe, following Dr Beeching’s 
report in 1963 of the county’s 
branch lines, a loss still 
mourned by many today. 

It now looks increasingly 
short-sighted, as roads are 
clogged up with carbon 
emitting motor vehicles.

IT MAY have been scandalously 
positioned in the market for maxi¬ 
mum effect - but are worse ways to 
spend a of couple hours at your 
local cinema. 

A) Draft in one of Hollywood’s 
most bankable rising stars in 
Dwayne ‘The Rock’ Johnson. 
Check. 

B) Delay it by nine months to 
convert to 3D, thus maximising 
profitability. Check. 

C) Keep some familiar faces 
(Channing Tatum, Snake Eyes etc) 
seemingly unscathed by the 
original, then reboot (kind of) the 
franchise. Check. 

D) Stick in Bruce Willis for ten 
minutes to add a touch (even 
though slightly waning) of respect¬ 
ability. Check. 

The film itself is fortunately a 
marked improvement over 2009's 
tepid - yet profitable - original, 
with some great action set-pieces 
that make it a watchable, if predict¬ 
able, action romp, based on 
Hasbro’s famous American action 
figures. 

Master of disguise Zartan has 
infiltrated the US government by 
portraying himself as the President 
(Jonathan Pryce), and taken on the 
mantle of Cobra’s interim leader in 
the process. 

Under the guise of the world’s 
most powerful man, he then 
attacks the covert army squad, 
known as the ‘Joes’, by setting them 
up - and leaving them for dead. 


But the remaining members of 
the team must then quickly regroup 
to take out Zartan before he wipes 
out the world’s nuclear threat - 
leaving Cobra controlling the 
remaining atomic weapons and 
the entire planet.

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The Fiat 500L isn't going to command the column 
inches of its city car forebear but it might just be a more 
relevant vehicle for many more potential customers. 


It also offers something a little different from the usual boring supermini- 
MPV norm with an interior that retains a certain sense of occasion. 

The exterior lines are largely dictated by the car's role, and while Fiat has 
done its best to integrate 500 design cues into them, not everyone will 
like the end result. 

That's a relatively minor grouse though. The interior probably works 
a good deal better than the exterior treatment. The huge glass area 
gives the cabin a light, airy feel and the fascia looks classy with a 
touch screen infotainment system, big dials and chunky controls. 

It's reasonably practical too, the key benefit being the sliding rear 
seats. Whizz them forward and there's still a reasonable amount of 
leg room and three can sit on the rear bench in acceptable comfort as 
long as they're not of linebacker dimensions. The 414-litre square 
boot features side cubbies, a three-position floor and 
pop-out bag holders. The rear seats can tumble forwards while if you 
need to take really long loads., you'll find the front passenger seat 
back can also fold flat. Fiat claims there are no fewer than 22 different 
storage spaces dotted about the car. 

The rest of the 500L package measures up, with the diesel engine 
looking the pick of the bunch if you want a bit of poke and to keep a 
cap on day to day running costs. The 500L might be unoriginal, it's 
certainly not pretty and it might even be accused of being opportunist, 
but out of these unpromising ingredients has emerged a surprisingly 
credible car.

IT SEEMS an obvious observation in hindsight 
but John Still could probably not have picked a 
better Hatters game to miss. 

A scouting mission prevented the Town boss 
from overseeing this dismal display, and on the 
face of it, not even the summer acquisition of 
Lionel Messi could resurrect stumbling Luton. 

Dan Walker’s 36th minute effort was scant 
consolation in a highly inept showing as a 
brace apiece from top scorer Josh Gillies and 
Ryan Donaldson and an injury-time strike 
from former Luton loanee Liam Hatch ensured 
Town’s worst defeat of, what is turning into, a 
poor season. 


Due to pitch issues at the Gateshead 
International Stadium, the nomadic Heads 
have been forced to seek refuge at several 
grounds in northern England since New Year’s 
Day and the north-east club were forced into a 
60-mile dash to Carlisle United simply to “host” 
this affair.

Things perhaps could have been different had 
Wall not squandered two gild-edged opportu¬ 
nities soon after the break. A glaring three-yard 
miss after being supplied by Gray in the 50th 
minute certainly did not add weight to his 
claim for a full-time striking berth at 
Kenilworth Road next season. 

Moments later, the Heads had Carl Magnay to 
thank for maintaining their two-goal cushion 
as he cleared off the line after Martin had 
rounded keeper Adam Bartlett and struck low. 

Town’s brief resolve was soon extinguished as 
Donaldon’s 65th minute strike, smashing 
between the legs of Brill from close range, put 
the game beyond doubt. 

With the prospect of a 270-mile journey back 
to Bedfordshire at the forefront of travelling 


Hatters’ minds, their misery was compounded 
in added-time as Hatch lashed in number five. 
Not a five-star performance by Gateshead by 
any stretch but a handsome result that will give 
Still and Harris plenty to ponder. 

The assistant boss said the size of the task had 
not been underestimated. 

“We knew what we were taking on from day 
one,” he said. “At this moment we are going to 
have bad days, which we have had today, but 
hopefully we do not have too many of them. 

“In future seasons though I hope we can build 
a side that fans of Luton Town can be proud of.”

NEW Hatters recruit Scott Griffiths is 
hoping for an extended stay at Kenilworth 
Road after growing tired of being a ‘loan 
ranger’. 

The defender was snapped up by Luton 
manager John Still last month when he 
was released by Championship outfit 
Peterborough United in January. 

It was a place where he found first team 
opportunities illusive. 

Posh sent Griffiths out on loan no fewer 
than five times and the nomadic lifestyle 
was not ideal for the 27-year-old. 

He went to Chesterfield twice and also 
played for Crawley, Rotherham United 
and Plymouth Argyle while still contract¬ 
ed to the London Road club.

“I was with John for nearly six years,” the 
full-back said. 

“I’ve played under him enough times to 
know what he’s about. 

“It’s almost like being back at Dagenham 
in a way as some of the stuff that is said 
and the way he wants some stuff done. 

“I already know what’s going on. It’s 
easier to settle in.” 

Griffiths admitted that he wasn’t at his 
best when he made his debut for the club 
in the 2-1 defeat to Kidderminster Harriers 
on Easter Monday.
